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Department Reports City Council Accepts 


Motor Registration 


The Department of Motor Ve- 
hicles reported today a total of 
8.163,394 motor vehicles were reg- 
istered in California in 1941. 

This is by far the highest fee 
paid registration recorded in the 
state’s history, exceeding the to- 
tal of 1940 by 207,442 vehicles. 

Augmenting the fee paid total 
were 35,305 vehicles which are 
exempt from registration fees 
and 5,584 registered by dealers, 
making a grand total of 3,204,- 
288 vehicles of all classes. 

Of the grand total of fee paid 
vehicles, 84,457 were registered 
Clara County. These 
were divided as ollows: 172,256 
automobiles, 13 solid trucks, 6,- 
75S pneumatic trucks, 409 motor- 
135 solid 4,886 
pneumatic trailers. 

Of the counties, Los Angeles 
was the highest, with 1,315,339 
vehicles— more than one third of 
the total. Alpine was lowest with 
145. Alameda was second with 
215,354 and San Francisco third 
xvith 208,045. 

The gain for the year in passen- 
per cars alone was 166,837. De- 
partment officials attributed this 
to the influx of out of state resi- 
dents to work in defense factories 
in California. The only losses no- 
ted were in solid tired trucks and 


trailers.

Recommendation of 
Planning Commission 


At the meeting of the Menlo Park 
City Council Tuesday evening that 
ody accepted a planning commission 
recomendation that the area at the 
rear of the Menlo Theater be rezon- 
ed from a residential to a commerc- 
ial district and voted to conduct a 
public hearing on the proposal at 8 
p. m. on March 24. 

The purpose of this change is to 
allow the theater building to be 
moved back to perfit the widening 
of the highway. That building is 
the only obstruction to the going 
ahead on the work according to 
representatives of the State High- 
way Commission. 

No protests to the project were 
made at the hearing conducted by 
the planning commission. 

On the recommendation of Street 
Comfissioner Paul Bryant the coun- 
cil adopted a resolution setting up a 
proposal to improve FlorenCe lane, 
Frefont street, University drive, Oak 
lane, Roble avenue, Olive lance 
Menlo avenue and San Mateo drive. 

An election resolution, consolidat- 
ing precincts, setting up polling 
places, naming election officers and 
establishing time of voting, was 
adopted. 

The city’s nine precincts will be 
consolidated into three for the city 
election on April 14. Voters in pre- 
cincts 1, 2 and 3 will vote at the 
firehouse; those in 4, 6 and 9 will 
vote at the city hall; and voters in 
5, 7 and 8 at the Fremont school. 

Following receipt of a letter from 
the Stanford Park Association ask- 
ing that an early date be set for a 
meetin wfith a representative of the 
Division of State Highways, the 
council authorized City Clerk Kurtz 
to write the division asking that an 
engineer appear in Menlo Park at 
the earliest possible time for further 
discussion on plans to widen E] Ca- 
mino Real. 

Property owners have protested 
the proposed closing of several of 
the streets in the Stanford Park 
arear to left turns by construction 
of a center strip in the future wid- 
ening of the highway. 

Councilman Bryant reported that 
the Southern Pacific Company has 
agreed to repair the street upOn 
which its depot is located.
